chuſe the Good, and directed how they may be happy 


and uſeful, in whatever ſituation Divine Providence may 
place them in this World. Sunday Schools are moſt ex- 
cellently calculated for this purpoſe, for this purpoſe, with

Education may teach them to know their Creator and 
Redeemer, may make them good to their Parents, obedi- 
ent to their Maſters, civil to their Neighbours, contented 
and uſeful Members of the community.
